Columbus, June 
24.—Ohio 
na- 


tional guard units will be ordered to 
leave their homes next Tuesday for 
the state mobilization camp in Co- 
lumbus, unless contrary orders are 
received meantime from the war de- 
partment at Washington, Adjutant 
General Hough stated today. 
How- 


ever, no orders for the movement of 
Ohio troops had been issued up to 
this afternoon by Adjutant General 
Hough. 


Adjutant General Hough stated 


that 
the 
concentration 
of 
Ohio 


guardsmen at Columbus had been de- 
layed" until such a time as Camp Wil- 
lis Is in a healthful condition and 
prepared to keep the troops in such 
condition. He declared that the work 
of making the camp sanitary perfect 
probably will be completed Monday 
or Tuesday. 


Statements 
published in papers 


over the state to the effect that some 
regiments or companies had been or- 
dered to entrain for Columbus Mon- 
day, were branded as false by the ad- 
jutant general. 


In case the Ohio troops receive a 


"hurry up" order for Mexican bor- 
der service, Adjutant General Hougn 
stated that only about 65 men 
in 


each company of the six regiments 
called out, would be equipped well 
enough to be sent to the border im- 
mediately. The other troops, he said 
would be forced to remain in 
the 


state until supplied with the neces- 
sary equipment by the war depart- 
ment. Camp Perry, on the shores of 
Lake Brie near Sandusky, would be 
the site of the state concentration 
Adjutant General Hough stated to- 
day. 


"Camp sanitation, guaranteeing a 


healthy place for the 
training 
of 


healthy men, Will be our first con- 
sideration, and, although we would 
regret having to do so, if 'jam* or- 
dera were received, we would trans- 
fer all the equipment sent here from 
Camp Perry back to that place and 
there establish a camp for the train- 
ing of new recruits because sanita- 
tion there is the best to be found," 
said Mr. Hough.

Massacre of American Soldiers 


Brings Relations With Mexico 


Very Near to the Breaking Point

Washington, June 24.—Relations 


between the United States and the 
de facto government of Mexico are 
lose to the breaking point today as 
a result of the apparently well found 
ed belief that American cavalrymen 
were deliberately massacred Wednes- 
day at Carrizal by Carranza soldiers. 


Secretaries 
Lansing and 
Baker 


were early at the White House to- 
day conferring with President Wil- 
son. 
It is known that the possibility 


of drastic retaliatory action against 
the Mexican forces in Chihuahua was 
given consideration. 
If the Carran- 


government accepts responsibility 


for the attack at Carrizal it is con- 
sidered virtually certain by officials 
that occupation of most of northern 
Mexico will be ordered by President 
Wilson to take place as rapidly as 
the necessary military forces can be 
placed at the disposal of General 
Tunston.

offering a summary of his informa- 
tion as he had obtained from

stragglers and from press 
reports, 


called attention to the indications 
that there were 57 missing, and that 
press reports indicated 14 of these 
were dead and 43 were prisoners. 
General Pershing does not account in 
his report for the number wounded 
but appeared to 
assume 
that all 


those wounded had been captured. 


General Pershing reported that he 


had not received a report from the 
commander of the two squadrons of 
the Eleventh cavalry that had been 
sent forward to rescue the remnant 
of the Tenth. 


All those 
brought in by 
Lieut.

Therefore 
prudent and thrifty parents never 
tire of counseling 
their 
children, 


"Do not consider what others have. 
Govern your outlay by your income 
and have only thost things that you 
can decently 
afford. 
By 
far 
the 


most precious 
and 
least-imitable 


thing that others—a few others- 
have, is 
complete 
independence." 


Parents of that type often deny their 
children what they could easily af- 
ford simply to root 
out 
the ever- 


lasting disposition to copy the tastes 
and the expenditure of others. 


The principle may be carried too 


far and cause huge 
unhappiness, 


that unhappiness of a child which 
is huge in its desolation, 
however 


trivial it may appear to those who 
are older and wiser. 
Do 
not let 


your child be servilely imitative of 
others, but do not let him—and still 
more her—be odd. be different, be 
out of touch with his little world in 
those minor things that count more

sons realize. 
When you buy a new

tice and feel.

Go right back there and 


try to save your children some of 
the unnecessary misery that you felt. 
There will be

As "the main rule of life, having 


what others have is pitiful. 
As a 


correction for

it is a most useful guide and not to 
be neglected.

Thru a process of development, It is 
possible for the germs on reaching 
the intestines to attach themselves 
to the walls and to there multiply 
rapidly.

cases the chicks will 
first 
attract 


your attention by standing around 
with eyes closed and taking little in- 
terest in tiie surroundings. 
Many 


will keep up a constant chirping as 
if cold or in distress and frequently 
when chicks try to avoid excrement 
they will cry out shrilly. 


As the 
disease 
progresses 
the 


breathing 
becomes 
labored 
and 


there is a 
constant 
gasping 
for 


breath. 
The discharge 
from 
the 


vent may be flight or abundant and 
frequently it sticks to the down and 
may even clog the 
passage.

droppings may lie .whitish or creamy 
and sometimes mixed with brown or 
streaked with blood.

With a disease as fatal and far 


reaching in its 
effects 
as 
white 


diarrhea every precaution should be 
taken to proto'-t the

Since eggs and mature 


fowls as \v(!l as chicks are effect- 
ed with the disease, every possible 
avenue of infection must be watched. 
Everything about the premises must 
be kept as sanitary as 'possible but 
at the same time the poultry keep- 
ers efforts should center around the 
protection of the stock itself, because

source of contagion. 
A good rule 


is 
to 
breed 
only 
from 
sound, 


healthy stock. 
If you 
have 
any 


reason to suspect 
that 
your 
own 


birds 
are

stock as soon as you can or weed 
out all suspects. 
Also if necessary 


use eggs from outside yards 
for 


hatching, but in buying make cer- 
tain that the breeder you patronize 
has had 
no 
trouble 
with 
white 


diarrhea. 
A good measure of pro- 


tection agains- the disease is to put 
a reliable white diarrhea remedy in 
the drinking water right from 
the 


start and 
to 
continue 
this for a 


week or two. 
The chicks will then 


doctor themselves and danger from 
the disease will be greatly lessened. 


Unless absolutely certain that the 


eggs used for hatching are not from 
infected stock, disinfect the eggs be- 
fore they are incubated. A three per- 
cent solution of any high grade coal 
tar disinfectant will answer nicely 
for dipping the eggs and they can 
then be immediately placed in in- 
cubator or under the hen. This is a 
cheap and effective means of treat- 
ment and will not Injure the hatch- 
ing quality of the eggs. -When an 
incubator is used, thoroughly disin- 
fect the Inside of 
it 
after 
every 


hatch. 


A good remedy for white diarrhea 


is the best help you can give an in- 
fected chick. 
This will save you 


many chicks. A good practice is to 
use sour milk or buttermilk liberal- 
ly in fending, for the 
lactic 
acid 


helps suppress the intestinal putre- 
faction caused by the disease. Sour 
milk should bo 
kept 
bo fore 
the 


chicks constantly. If possible, 'dor- 
Ing the first few weeks after hatch- 
Ing. 
As buttermilk can now lie had

properly balanced chick food, there 
is no exctiftp for neglecting to take 
thlt precaution.

Berlin, via London, June 24.— 


The German counter attack against 
the Russians under General Brus- 
siloff in Volhyuia has now develop- 
ed over a front of 80 miles extend- 
ing from Kolkl on the Styr river al- 
most to the Galician frontier. Gen- 
eral Von Linsingen's-forces have en- 
veloped the Russians who here had 
driven a big bend into the Austro- 
German lines in front and on both 
flanks and now, according to all re- 
ports reaching here are slowly but 
surely pressing the Russians back 
all along the line in the general di- 
rection of Lutsk. 


Although considerably reinforced 


Von Linsingen recently confronted 
here highly superior numbers, which, 
however, have been unable to check 
his counter attack 
and 
start 
the 


Russian steam roller again in the di- 
rection of coveted Kovel and Vladi- 
mir-Volynski. 
The Russian 
losses 


are described as enormous. Russian 
officers time and 
time 
again 
led 


their men in desperate but fruitless 
charges against the German iinea. 


The country covered by these en- 


gagements is extremely difficult, im- 
bedded by swamps and the fighting 
therefore has been at close quarters.
